serviceable than at one time were this firm. 
Their inception and successful pressing of 
popular loans of the government came just in 
the nick of lime. It is quite true that the firm 
also made money by the scheme, but genius 
should sometimes meet with its reward. Since 
then the firm has grown very strong, and their 
suspension is a, better indication of the condi­ 
tion of affairs in Wall street than could be 
given iu any other way. Wall street has been 
on the borders of a panic for some time, and 
the administration is about as useful in ward­ 
ing it off as an ox team. Carrying a railroad 
is given as the apparent cause of the suspen- 
pension, but back of it lies the depressed con­ 
dition of "the market that has existed for so 
long. It certainly is to be hoped that the fail­ 
ures will end with this house, but it is hardly 
probable.

chequer with the needed stamps. The Mid­ 
land has been out of funds, even for common 
purposes, such as the paying of laborers, etc. 
for months. It could hire men to shovel it out 
of the snow-banks l.«at Winter only with diffi­ 
culty, for the most financially illiterate raga­ 
muffin along its line knew enough not 
to take 
the stock of a day’s work 
in a railroad that paid with promises alone. 
Within three or four weeks one million dollars 
of its floating paper has gone to protest, and 
the “syndicate” is debating bow to “fix” that, 
and to prevent the other two millions slipping 
up the tube where the graceful woodbine 
twineth. The Midland may have a prosperous 
future before it and yet justify the roseate pre­ 
dictions or its officials, for it is now going 
through the same experiences a3 many another 
road has done.

AN OCEAN DISASTER. 
Wreck of the Steamer Costa lticá. 
San F rancisco, Sept. 18.—News reached 
this city at midnight that the Pacific Mail Co.’s 
steamship Costa Rica from Honolulu had beeu 
wrecked at Point Diablo, near ihe entrance 
of the harbor. The steamer was trying to 
make the entrance of the harbor under a full 
head of steam iu a dense fog, when she struck 
with tremendous force, wrenching her timbers 
from stem to stern and making a hole in her 
bows through which the water rushed iu tor­ 
rents. The excitement and terror amoug the 
passengers was great, but Capt. Lapidgc and 
his officers succeeded in restoring some degree 
of order. 
Soon after the outbreak of the alarm, seeing 
there was danger in remaining on the ship, au 
order was given to take to the boats. 
Four 
ooats were lowered and the passengers safely 
stowed in them. One boat landed at Melgas’ 
wharf at 12 o’clock with two officers and six 
of the crew. At the time they left the steam­ 
er three other boats put oft, but they became 
separated. Capt. Lapidge remained on the 
ship. One of the boats, containing a number 
of the crew, was capsized on leaving tho ship; 
but the men were all picked up by the other 
boats. 
The cabin passengers numbered from twen- 
ty-tlvc to thirty, including several ladies, two 
of whom fainted when the vessel struck.— 
Among the passengers was Charles Nordboff, 
the author, his wife and four children. The 
vessel will undoubtedly prove a total loss, 
as the place where she struck is rocky and 
dangerous, an immense bluff rising from the 
water’s edge. All the passengers were saved. 
Quartermaster Harris was very severely in­ 
jured. 
The steam tugs Rescue, Goliah und Nep­ 
tune went to the scene of the wreck about an 
hour after news of the disaster was received. 
One of the tugs has just returned and reports 
that the steamer has shifted her position and 
now lays quartering on the rocks. 
San Francisco, Sept. 18 —The second en­ 
gineer, George Cowan, sajs the report of 
water going in her hatchways and putting out 
the fires is untrue; that the water came iu 
through the bottom of the vessel. 
The hull of tho wrecked steamer was found 
to-day four miles out, in twenty fathoms of 
water. 


A B IG FIN AN CIAL CRASH. 
FAILtRE OF JAY COUKE A CO. 
Tbe Suspension Said to be Temporary. 


New York, Kept. 18.—Jay Cooke «t Co. 
have announced their suspension in conse­ 
quence of largo advances made to sustain their 
Philadelphia house and a heavy drain upon 
their own deposits. It is hoped the suspen­ 
sion will only b<J temporary. 
New York, Sept. .¿8—1 T. M.—There Is 
great excitement on the street in consequence 
of tbo announcement of the failure cf Jay 
Cooke & Co. and the question generally asked 
Í3, who next ? Stocks took a tumble general­ 
ly from three to ten per cent., caused as much 
by apprehensions of the future as by tbe exis­ 
ting condition of aflairs. 
Prominent Wall street men attribute the 
suspension of the firm not so much to efforts 
to sustain-the Philadelphia house as to opera­ 
tions in Northern lacillo, which, it is said, 
they sought to carry beyond their strength. It 
is expected that lire Life Insurance Company 
with which Jay Cocke & Co. are connected 
may have to go under. 
New York, Sept. 18—1:15 P. M.—The tre­ 
mendous excitement on Wall street continues, 
and there are rumors of further failures. Except 
tho official notification of suspension nothing 
is a3 yet certainly known regarding the cause 
of the failure of Jay Cooke & Co. The doors 
of the banking house are open. It has been 
said that Jay Cooke has lost largo sums in the 
recent gold movement, and the rumor is that 
the tightness in the money market and an in­ 
ability to dispose of bis paper hurried if it did 
not actually cause the suspension. 
His having advanced considerable sum* ou 
Northern Pacific is mentioned by others. At 
present the members of the firm say they are 
unable to mako any further statement, save 
that they expect to resume business in a short 
time. 
Jay Cooke will make an authoritative state­ 
ment this afternoon that the suspension is 
only temporary. 
N ew York, Sept. 18—1:30 P. M. -The .-us- 
pension of Jay Cooke & Co. is only temporary 
and no business will lie transacted to-day. It 
is understood that all parties will be protected. 
The recent state of affairs in New York lias 
considerably affected the house. 
There is great excitement on the street con­ 
cerning the matter, and a large crowd is 
gathered around the office. The suspension 
of the Midland Railroad Company, is said to 
have something to do with the suspension, 
and the Northern Pacific Railroad, it is ru­ 
mored, lias likewise assisted to drain their 
treasury. A despatch from Washington says 
the First National Bank has suspended. 
P hiladelphia, Sept. 18.—The firm of Jay 
Cooke A; Co., have suspended. A great crowd 
is now collected around the place. 
The fol­ 
lowing card lias been posted in the olliee door 
of Jay Cook A Co., in this city: 
“ We regret to be obliged to announce that 
owing to unexpected demands on us our of­ 
fice lias been obliged to suspend payment. Iu 
a few days we will be able to present a state­ 
ment of our aflairs to our creditors, until which 
time we must ask for their patient considera­ 
tion. We believe our assets to be largely in 
excess of our liabilities. 
(Signed) 
J ay Cooke A Co.” 
THE EFFECT IN WASHINGTON. 
Washington, Sept 18.—Tiie announcement 
that Jay Cooke & Co., the great government 
bankers, have suspended, creates the greatest 
excitement here. 
The banking house of Jay Cooke & Co., iu 
this city, was closed at twelve thirty o’clock, 
and all payments are refused. 
The whole difficulty is thought by prominent 
officials of the government to be due to the 
eliorts of tho company to carry the Northern 
Pacific Railroad enterprise. It was predicted 
six months ago that the disbursements on 
this account would causQthe house to collapse. 
Tne eflects of tbe failure upon government 
securities will be considerable, but of course 
nothing definite can now be ascertained. 
TIIE GOVERNMENT NOT A LOSEIÍ. 
Washington, Sept. 18.—Secretary Richard­ 
son and Comptroller Knox arc in consultation 
this evening in reference to the suspensions 
here and a receiver will probably be appointed 
immediately to take charge of the Fiist Na­ 
tional Bank. 
Tlic Secretary of the Treasury stales that 
the government does not lose a single dollar 
by the suspension, the deposit of the govern­ 
ment officers in the First National Bank being 
fully secured by a deposit of that institution 
in tbe national Treasury. As to the Syndicate 
operations a balance is in favor of the govern­ 
ment, they having overpaid at the last settle­ 
ment. 
The suspension of Jay Cooke & Co. was a 
precautionary measure, being made on ac­ 
count of the New York and Philadelphia houses 
of that firm suspending. Tbe suspension lias 
not caused a run on other banks. Late this 
afternoon there was something of a run on 
the Washington City Savings Bank. All de­ 
mands so far have been promptly met. 
THE NORTHERN PACIFIC’S CONDITION. 
Philadelphia, Sept. 18.—The Northern Pa­ 
cific Railroad is largely indebted to Jay Cooke 
A Co., its fiscal agents, and therefore can lose 
nothing pecuniarly by their suspension. The 
railroad company will have to make other fi­ 
nancial arrangements before pushing lorward 
its line. It has its completed road and the 
government land grant both mortgaged to se­ 
cure its bonds and ihc- security is considered 
amply sufficient. 
Tlicre is no truth in the rumor that tbe Na­ 
tional Life Insurance Company is any way af­ 
fected by the suspension of Jay Cooke & Co. 
CONDITION or AFFAIRS IN NEW YORK. 
New York, Sept. IS.—All reports about sus­ 
pensions of firms excepting Jay Cooke & Co., 
Richard Schell and the small firm of Robinson, 
Suydam <& Co. upon investigation proved to 
be without foundation. When this fact was 
made known on the street confidence was 
again restored and at the close of business a 
stronger feeling prevailed. It is not thought 
that any other firms of prominence will suc­ 
cumb. 
A STATEMENT FROM JAY COOKE. 
P hiladelphia, Sept. *18.—Jay Cooke says: 
1 believe this house will speedily be relieved 
from em laTassinent and to this end, if needs 
be, every dollar of the means possessed by the 
members of the firm will be applied. No one 
who lias a dollar on deposit here will lose it. 
Every liability will be faithfully discharged.— 
The temporary suspension of the American 
houses does uot cflecl iu any way the London 
house of Jay Cooke, McCullough & Co., from 
whom tho following cable telegram was re­ 
ceived tliis afternoon, creating the liveliest 
satisfaction when made known to the public: 
London, Sept. 18.—The London firm of Mr. 
Cooke responds to his suspension by aialing 
that all drafts and letters of credit on them 
issued by Jay Cooke & Co. will be duly honored.

T h i n n itty * ? S e s sio n . 
The Institute opened at 9:13 with tin* regu­ 
lar devotional exercises. 
Prof. Morehouse gave a very interceding ex­ 
ercise in elementary reading. 
After (his Prof. Morehouse conducted the 
next exercise in arithmetic, showing soma 
methods for extracting roots different from 
those generally given In the book?. 
He also 
explained alligation and remarked that the 
subject was not of paramount importance. 
It 
should be taught by a live teacher in one day. 
After recess, Trot. Wilson gave a very inter­ 
esting and instructive exercise In American 
history. 
A spirited discussion was indulged 
in at this point concerning the main facts of 
American histoiy. Teachers should lend their 
pupils to consider this subject carefully. 
Tho 
exercise was one of the inn?1, interesting of 
tim whole institute. 
Prof. Morehouse gave some desultory re­ 
marks on history and general reading, which 
were listened to attentively.

It is claimed that by a new process they can 
manufacture paper much cheaper than any 
company in the United States, and they 
ascribe this fact as the cause of their mill 
being fired by incendiaries, probably in the 
interest of other manufacturers.

A K in g s to n Y o u n g M a n in S w itz e r* 
l a n d . 
Mr. Augustus Haye3of upper Kingston has 
made a tour of Switzerland and writes homo 
from that country a very interesting letter, 
portions of which we give below: 
“We are, you see, in this beautiful country, 
Switzerland. You can scarcely imagine what a 
relief it is to find a land of comparative quiet. 
It is to me like a dream. After three mouths’ 
traveling in noisy, bustling cities, here wo 
are among the towering Alps, with their cool, 
bracing atmosphere. On the 18th of August wo 
left Munich, and in a few hours arrived at 
Lindan, a small place on Like Constance.— 
Here we took a boat aud sailed across tlii3 
beautiful sheet of water to Romansborn, and 
then first touched tho soil of Switzerland.— 
Passing through the [ilaee we took the train 
which carried us through a country that very 
much reminded mo of home, until we arrived 
at Zurich. Our hotel was on the lake of the 
same name as tlio city, and it was here we bail 
our first view of the Alps. The lake is very 
crooked and can nowhere be soon from end 
to end. Its water is very clear, so we could 
sec tho fishes for a long distance at the bot­ 
tom. The fish aro very tamo and came to our 
feet to nibble the crumbs wo throw to them. 
After leaving this place, we passed through 
a lovely Swiss country along Lake Zug until 
wo came in sight of the beautiful lake of Lu­ 
zerne, the finest and most picturesque of all 
the Swiss lakes. It is also called “ the Lake 
of the Four Cantons.” Wc took a sail on tho 
lake and had a line view of the many Swiss 
cottages and handsome residences along its 
borders. At the small town of Weggio we 
(Miss King aud myself) left the rest of the 
party and ascended the mountain on horse­ 
back. The bridle path was winding and some­ 
what rugged. It was a wild place; part of 
the time we passed along tho brink of a preci­ 
pice that extended to the valley below. It 
took us ttiree hours to reach the top of the 
mountain and then a wonderful view burst 
upon U3. The height above the sea wa3 5,- 
90G feet. We retired early in order to see the 
sun rise the next morning. It was almost im­ 
possible to keep warm; blankets, overcoats 
and feather beds were piled on the lodgers to 
keep them from freezing. The Swiss bugle 
awoke us in the morning; we hastened out of 
bed, dressed anil went to the summit. The 
air was very sharp and cutting, but the sky 
was cloudless and the morning star shone 
brightly. The moon also could be plainly seen, 
but after a little they grew more and more 
dim, until suddenly they disappeared. Then 
the snow-capped tops of the Alps, a glacier 
anil far distant peaks were seen tipped with 
light, while others were still dark. Then, as 
if by magic, a tlood of light was thrown over 
them all. Still the valleys below were dark. 
Gradually they, too, became lightened up, and 
then the whole magnificent view could be 
seen. There were the lakes, valleys, moun­ 
tain tops and villages—Switzerland was around 
and below us. After breakfast we took the 
train down the mountain. 
The descent is 
about at an angle of 45 c . Think of an en­ 
gine and train going down that slant! The 
cars run with cogs. After reaching Luzerne 
we rambled around the place a while and then 
went to the Church of St. L. to hear the fa­ 
mous organ. There are two stops iu this or­ 
gan called “ row angelica ” and “ vox hu­ 
mana,'1 which are not found in all organs. 
The player gave us an imitation of a thunder 
storm iu the Alps, with rain pouring and winds 
howling, while in the far distance could be 
heard the Swiss bugle call. It was veiy natu­ 
ral. We made a tour of ‘-the Lake of the Four 
Cantons” and saw the cottage said to have 
been that of William Tell. The rock en which 
lie jumped to escape from the boat of that ty­ 
rant Gessler was also shown to us. Toll's 
chapel was there and also a monument eighty 
feet in height, dedicated to Schiller, the poet 
of Tell. 
Next we started for Interlaken, an ancient 
walled city of some 12,000 inhabitants. Pro­ 
ceeding up the valley at one place we came to 
a sudden turn from which we bad a fine vie v 
of the wliole valley of Engel berg, one of the 
most striking and at the same time pleasing 
of Alpiue vales. The village of Eugelberg is 
3,288 feet above the level of the sea. Our road 
winds along the bank of Lake Alpuach and 
grows loss interesting until we readied the 
Kaisarstubl, a r.se of some 600 feet. Then we 
continue to asce :d until we rose to the height 
of 3,357 feet. The view is beautiful, and the 
road for a long distance runs near the edge of 
a precipice where one oau look down thousands 
of feet to the valley below. After wo arrived 
at Interlaken we started to see the glaciers of 
Grinderwuld; we passed on the route an old 
castle in ruins, the reputed residence of Man­ 
fred. We arrived at Grinderwaid, noted for its 
two glaciers, the upper and lower. One of 
these glaciers is three leagues long, terribly 
torn and cleft, and covered with pyramids of 
grotesque form. We entered the ice grotto, a 
cave hewn from the solid rock, seventy-five 
feet in length, 't he lights in this cave gave it 
a beautiful and startling effect. In it sat two 
women, who satig for us. After leaving this 
place we went down to the valley and took the 
boat on lake Than, and sailed to the village of 
the same name. This lake lies in the midst 
of tho most gorgeous scenery ever beheld. We 
then started for Freiburg anil Berne; passed 
over an iron bridge 1,104 feet in length anil 
260 feet iu height, and after a short ride ar­ 
rived at Freiburg. 
We then went to Berne, where we saw many 
wonderful sights, clocks with wonderful com­ 
binations, i£c., after which we started for 
Lausanne. We had a view ol the beautiful 
lake of Geneva on this route. We took a sail 
to the Castle of Chillón, made famous by Lord 
Byron’s poem. It is said the dungeons of this 
rock-buiil fortress has served as a prison for 
1,000 years. We saw the ring where Bonni- 
vard was fastened, and the place where the 
stone was worn by hisTootsteps. While here 
it thundered and rained terribly; the waves 
dashed against the prison anil the scene was 
a wild, grand one. Senator Patterson of 
Credit Mobilier fame was there and we had a 
long talk with him. One of tho strange fea­ 
tures of Switzerland is, the farmers work tin* 
cows and dogs. It is not unfrequent to see a 
cow and horse harnessed together plowing, or 
one cow alone.”

T E A C H E R S ’ IN S T IT U T E . 


T iiu rcd n y’ s Scsalou. 
The Institute opened at 9:15 with the regu­ 
lar devotional exercises. 
Prof. Morehouse gave a very interesting cx 
erclso in elementary reading. 
After this Prof. Morehouse couducted the 
next exercise in arithmetic, showing some 
methods for extracting roots different from 
those generally given in tho books. He also 
explained alligation and remarked tbat the 
Eubject was not of paramount importance. It 
should be taught by a live teacher in one day. 
After recess, Frof. Wilson gave a very inter­ 
esting and instructive exercise iu American 
history. A spirited discussion was indulged 
in at this point concerning the main facts of 
American histoiy. Teachers should lead their 
pupils to consider this subject carefully. Tho 
exercise was one of the most interesting of 
tho whole institute. 
Prof. Morehouse gave some desultory re­ 
marks on history anil general reading, which 
were listened to attentively. He continued the 
cxcrciso by slightly dwelling on mental arith­ 
metic. After the conclusion of his remarks, 
the Professor announced the necessity of leav­ 
ing the Institute on account of other tii- 
gagements which claimed his attention else­ 
where. By the departure of Prof. Morehouse 
the Institute loses the sendees of a good man 
and an efficient teacher. Mr. Howland oflered 
the following resolution, which was adopted 
unanimously: 
Resolved, That Frof. Morehouse, our assist­ 
ant conductor, by his gentlemanly address anil 
practical goon sense, together with the concise 
aud lucid methods used m presenting the dif* 
ferent subjects under consideration, justly 
m erits our high appreciation; aud, as an In­ 
stitute, we hereby tender him our united 
thanks for his valuable services in our behalf. 
The morning session was concluded by a 
poem by Prof. Dewitt. 
Prof. Wilson took entire charge of the 
classes in tho afternoon, conducting the exer­ 
cises in reading, arithmetic and geography, 
besides giving a lecture on civil government. 
The reading lesson was participated in indi­ 
vidually by nn)3t of the teachers. The exer­ 
cises in arithmetic consisted iu the elucidation 
of the difficult rule of alliga'ion. Geography, a 
lesson from the globe, explaining the method 
of calculating the latitude and longitude of 
any point upon the earth’s surface, was the 
last lesson before recess. 
Mr. Van Santvoord thou oflered the fol-, 
lowing resolution, which was unanimously 
adopted: 
Resolved, That tlie thanks of this Institute 
be given to Mr. F. S. Wynkoop and to Mr. C. 
Agar for globes, text books, ink and other 
facilities politely furnished by them for the use 
of tlie conductors anil members of the Institute. 
After recess an exercise in composition was 
given, conducted by Commissioner Lefevre, 
after which Prof. Wilson gave a lecture, taking 
as his subject “Education—What it is and 
what it should he.” The Professor was not in 
favor of compulsory education; did not tliiuk 
tho child should be forced to attend the school. 
EVENING SESSION. 
At the evening session the court room was 
crowded with people, so not only were the 
seals filled but the aisles also. A fine Bur- 
dett organ had been kindly furnished by Mr. 
Edward Winter, which added greatly to the 
entertainment. 
After music end some flue singing Mr. Mul­ 
ligan delivered ids essay on Educational Tests. 
This essay was a fine composition and the 
gentlemen closed amidst the plaudits of his 
bearers. We are sorry \vc can not give a 
synopsis of it. Because of the jam our re­ 
porter was unable to crowd to lib seat until 
the essay had nearly been nearly finished. 
Mr. Barrett then gave an address on the du­ 
ties of teachers. The speaker wa3 justly ap­ 
plauded, his address being an excellent one. 
Messrs. Mericle and Burgher then gave a 
song, after which Mr. Darrow read an essay 
on the “ World’s Progress.” The speaker gave 
a fine description of the world at the creation, 
aud then followed up the subject gradually to 
the present ago, as the world has progressed 
during the several ages. 
An oil-hand address was then made by Dr. 
Van Santvoord on Teachers’ Institutes. Dur­ 
ing bis remarks the Doctor said tho teachers 
at the present Institute arc the mo3t intelli­ 
gent lot of persons it had ever been his fortune 
to know. Of course he was applauded. 
Mr. Moses Mericle next gave the andieuce a 
song, and the applause came so fast and furious 
the siuger was forced to return to the stage, 
when lie sang a comic song that so greatly 
pleased the folks they again made the room 
ring with their clamor. 
A valedictory address was then made by 
Mr. Ilowlaud, and at its close a resolution of 
thanks was given to Miss Van Santvoord for 
playing, Messrs. Burgher and Mericle and 
tlie choir lor singing, and Ed. Winter for the 
loan of his organ.

He abo gave great praise to the Commission­ 
ers for their energy and assistance, and closed 
by saying he hoped the art of teachiug would 
become a profession and recognized as such. 
The session then closed by the singing of the 
doxology by the choir and audience. There 
are in attendance at the Institute about 150 
teachers, the largest number wc believe that 
were ever present before. In addition to the 
unusually large attendance we notice a re­ 
markable degree of attention to Hie various 
lessons pursued, not only by tho teachers, but 
the visitors also, that has made this Institute 
a success. 
The Commissioners have been 
present during the session and done their 
duty. The Institute will close at noon to-day 
(Friday).

G ranting to any corporation, association or in­ 
dividual the right to lay down railroad tracks. 
G ranting to any private corporation, association 
or individual any exclusive privilege, im munity or 
franchise whatever. 
Providing for building bridges, and chartering 
com panies for such purposes, except on the Hud­ 
son river below W aterford, and on the East river, 
or over the w aters forming a part of the bounda­ 
ries of the state. 
The legislature shall pass general laws providing for 
the cases enum erated in this section,arid for all oth­ 
er cases which in its judgm ent may be provided for 
by general laws. But no law shrill authorize the 
construction or operation of a street railroad ex­

The office of thecouim issionerof 
the canal fund is abolished, and all the powers an 4 
duties heretofore had and performed by the com­ 
missioners of the canal fund shall hereafter be had 
or performed by the comptroller. The canal board 
shall consist of the lieutenant governor, secretary 
of state, treasurer, attorney-general, state engi­ 
neer aud surveyor, aud superintendent of ijublic 
works. 
5 C. A superintendent of public works shall lie 
appointed by the governor, w ith the consent of the 
senate, and to hold his office nntil the end of tlie 
term of the governor by whom he was nominated 
and until liis successor is appointed, 
lie shaU re­ 
ceive for Ids services a compensation to be fixed by 
law. He shall be required by Jaw to give security 
for the faithful execution of his office, before cii- 
terir.g upon the duties thereof. He shall he charged 
w ith the execution of all Jaws relating to the repair 
and navigation of the canals; and also of thoüc re­ 
lating to the construction and im provement of the 
canals, except so far as the execution o fth e laws 
relating to such construction or improvement, ahaii 
bo confided to the state euglneev a.m surveyor 
Subject to the control of tho legislature, he shall 
make tho rule* qnd regulations for the navigation 
or use of the canals. He may lie suspended or re­ 
moved ftoiri office by the governor, w henever hi 
his judgm ent the public Iuterest shall so require- 
but in case of removal of such superintendent of 
public works from office, tho governor shall (lie 
with 1 lie secretary of state a statem ent of the cause 
of such removal, and shall report such removal and 
the cause thereof, to the legislature at its next ses­ 
sion, 


5 7. The superintendent of public works shall ap­ 
point not more than three assistant superinten­ 
dents, whose duties shall be prescribed by him, sub­ 
ject to modification by tlie legislature, and who 
shall receive for their services a compensation to be 
fixed by law. They shall lirild their office for three 
years, subject to suspension or removal by the su­ 
perintendent of public works, w henever iu his 
judgm ent tlie public interest shall so require. Any 
vacancy in the office of any such assistant superin­ 
tendent shall be tilled, for the rem ainder of the 
term for which he was appointed, by the superin­ 
tendent of public works; but in ( ass of the suspen­ 
sion or removal of auy such assistant superinten­ 
dent by him he shall at once report to the governor, 
in writing, tlie cause of such removal. 
All other 


persons employed iu the care and m anagem ent ef 
the canals, except collectors of tolls, and (hose in 
t Iu* departm ent > f the state engineer and purveyor, 
shall be appointed by the superintendent of public 
works, and lie Mibjeet to suspension <>r removal by 
him. 
5 8. Tlie office of ee.nal commissioner i* abolished 
from and nfter the appointm ent and qualification of 
the superintendent of public works, until w hich 
time tnc canal commissioners shall continue to dis­ 
charge their duties ns now provided by law. The 
superintendent of public works shall perforin all 
thu duties of the canal commissioners, ami lioqird 
of canal commissioners, as now declared by law, 
until otherwise provided by the legislature. 
5 9. Tho governor, bv and w ith the consent of the 
senate, shr.U have poweT to fill vacancies, in the 
offices in this article nam ed except as herein other­ 
wise provided; or, If the senate be not in session, 
he may grant commissions, which shall o.voire at 
the end oi the next succeeding session oí tile señ­ 
óte. 
5 10. The attorney-general, state engineer and 
surveyor and treasurer, in office at the tim e this ar­ 
ticle shall take effect, shall hold their offices until 
their successors are appointed. 
5 11. The powers aud duties of the respective 
boards, and of tlie feveral officers in thi* article 
named, Bhall, except as herein otherwise provided, 
be sucli as now are or hereafter may lie prescribed 
by law. 
5 12. All offices for the weighing, tanging, m eas­ 
uring, Bulling or inspecting auv merchandise, pro­ 
duce, m anufacture or commodity w hatever, are 
hereby abolished, and no such office shall hereafter 
be created by law; but nothing in thi* secti. n con­ 
tained shall abrogate auy office created for the pur­ 
pose of protecting tlie public health or the interest 
of the state in its property, revenue, toils or pur­ 
chase*, or of supplying the people with correct 
standards of weight* and measures, or shall pre­ 
vent the creation of any office for such puipesra 
hereafter. 
Resolved, (if the assembly concur). That the fore­ 
going am endment be referred to the legislature to 
be chosen at the next general election of senators, 
and that in conformity to section one of article 
thirteen of the constitution, it lie published for 
three m onths previous to the time of sucli election.

Resolved, (if the assembly concur), That sections 
one, two, foitr, eight and nine of article four of tiic 
constitution be am ended so as to read as follows: 
Section 1. The executive power shall be vested 
in a governor who shall hold his office for three 
years; a lieutenant-governor shall be chosen at tho 
sam e time, and for the same term . The governor 
and lieutenant-governor elected next preceding the 
tune when till* section shall take effect, shall hold 
office during ihe term for which they w ere elected. 
5 2. No person shall lie eligible to the office of 
governor or lieutenant-governor, except a citizen of 
the United States, of tlie age not less than thirty 
years, and who shall have been five years, n ext pre­ 
ceding Ills election, a resident of this state. 
5 4. The governor shall be com maiuter-la-chief of 
the military and naval forces of the state. He shall 
have power to convene the legislature (or the seu- 
ant only) on extraordinary occasions. At extraor­ 
dinary session* no subject shall lie acted upou, ex­ 
cept such as tne governor may recommend for con­ 
sideration. lie shall com municate bv message to 
the legislature at every session the condition of the 
state, and recommend such m atters to them as lie 
shall judge expedient, ilc shall transact all neces­ 
sary business with the offlcersof governm ent, civil 
aim milit cry. He shall expedite alt sucli m easures 
as may lie resolved upon by the legislature, and 
shall take caro that the laws are faithfully executed. 
He shall receive for his services au annual salary of 
ten thousand dollars, and there shall be provided 
for his use a suitable aud furnished executive rcsi- 
Ueace. 
5 8. The lieutenant-governor shall receive for his 
services an annual salary of live thousand dollars, 
and shall not receive or be entitled to anv other 
com pensation, fee or perquisite, for any duty and 
service he nmy lie required to perform by tlie con­ 
stitution or by law. 
v 9. Every bill which shall have passed tlie sen­ 
ate ami assembly, shall, before it becomes a law, lie 
presented to the governor ; if he approve, he shall 
sign i t ; but if not, tie shull return it with his objec­ 
tions to the house in which lt shall have originated, 
which shall enter the objections at large 011 the 
journal, a n d proceed to reconsider it. If, after 
such reconsideration, tw o-thirds of the members 
elected to that house shall agree to pass the bill, it 
shall be seut together with trie objections to trie oth­ 
er house, by which it shall likewise be reconsidered* 
and if approved by two-thirds of the members oleefo 
cd to that house, it shall become a law notw ith­ 
standing the objections of the governor, 
in all 
such cases, the votes in both houses shall be deter­ 
mined by yeas aud nays, and the names of tho mem­ 
bers voting ¿hall be entered 011 the journal of each 
house respectively. 
1 f any bill shah not be return­ 
ed by the governor within ten days (Sundays ex ­ 
cepted) after it shall have been presented to him, 
the same shall lie a law in like m anner as if Do had 
signed it, unless the legislature shall, bv their ad­ 
journm ent, prevent its return ; in which case it 
shall not become a taw w ithout the approval of the 
governor. No bill shall become a law after tlie filial 
adjournm ent of the legislature unless approved bv 
the governor within thirty days after such adjourn­ 
ment. If any bill presented to the governor con­ 
tain several items of appropriations of moiiev, lie 
may object to one or more of such items, while ap­ 
proving of tho other portion of the bill. 
In such 
case, lie shall append to tlie bill, at the time of sign­ 
ing it, a statem ent of the items to which he objects; 
and tlie appropriation to objected to shall not take 
elieet. if tlie legislature lie iu sessiau, he shall 
transm it to the house in which tlie bill originated a 
copy of such statem ent, and tiie items objected to 
shall be separately reconsidered. If, on reconsid­ 
eration, one or more of such items be approved by 
tw o-thirds of the members elected to each house 
the same shall be part of the law, notw ithstanding 
the objections of the govctnar. All the provisions 
of this section, in relation to lulls not approved bv 
the governor, shall apply in cases in which lie siiaii 
withhold liis approval from anv item or items con­ 
tained in a bill appropriating money.
